meat this week In answer to queries in Iasi 
week’s column. In addition to the case diagram- 
med last Aeek of. the street slaying of Charles 
Walton, on UeBallvtcre, Corcoran also talked about 
two other cases that came to pur attention, alnpe 
Ihe column was written. One Involved a 7-y*ar-ol4't 
girl who was picked up by a man In an auto and 
driven to Forest Park. Fortunately, the gtrl spot- 
ted a (police .officer, and Jumped, out of the auto, 
v hen-lhe mpn stopped the car, and. ran to the 
■lffUnP Vor aid. The alert policeman put out a de- 
scription of the ear, arid Second District police 
of fliers \caraiMI the suspect's auto before be 
could evrrt.lcave the- park. 

The glrKtold 'the officers the man threatened 
her, if she didn't get into his auto, but related 
the man did nop have tim e. to molest her. The man 
ivaa arrested' aul charged with child molestation. 
The facts in the case were presented to assistant 
circuit attorney JAMES DARST . . . who refused 
to issue s warraht! ... The other 'case presented 
to Corcoran for comment, involved a woman living 
on St\ Ferdinand, 'who stabbed her' husband to 
death. # Sunday: The woman. 31 years of agt„ told 
■police that her husband TRIED to choke bf.r, and 
pushed her off of the [yorch, so she stubbed him. 
So what happened? . . . You guessed It! The cir- 
cuit attorney’s office refused' to l$sua a warrant 
against that woman, and she went scot-free.
